Hammond Admits He Borrowed

A verdict for the defendant was re- 
turned Tuesday in the $7000 damage suit 
for alleged alienation brought by Mrs, 
Nettie S. Hammond against Mrs. Alice 
Bresler-Hammond, who succeéded her 
as the wife of Richard Hammond.

DAMROSCH’S MEN 
HEARD Al ODEON 
IN GREAT MUSIC 


New York Symphony Orchestra 
Splendidly Interprets Wagner 
and Beethoven. | 


——_————_

N sheer goodness of heart, the Odeon 

audience, -before whom the New 

York Symphony Orchestra played, 
being discouragingly small in numbers, 
Walter Damrosch on Monday evening 
conducted his players through the best 
tone-picturing of the Ride of thé Valky- 
that has even heard in St. 
Louis—given as an encore number with 
as much willingness as though the 
house had been chock full. 

Happily, however, it was a very ap- 
preciative audience, and it may have 
been for this reason that Mr. Damrosch 
made the terrible Wagnerian storm-sis- 
ters sweep so splendidly through the tem- 
pest-riven clouds of German mythology, 
voicing their wild cries of hero-cheering 
above the shrieking of the gale. 

Whatever his reason, he illustrated so 
majestically the scene-painting possibili- 
ties of an orchestral score that none 
who heard will ever be able to forget 
ithe moment’s teaching. Finely, also the 
| audience applauded—it was in many re- 
'spects the most memorable event of a 
|very memorable evening. 
| The Valkyrie encore followed an ad- 
mirable musical relation of Siegfried’s 
Rhine journey from “Die Gotterdaem- 
erung,” in which the martial brasses 
‘so dear to old Richard Wagner’s crea- 
tive muse contended magnificently with 
‘the strings for first honors in epic ut- 
'terance. And the program in its com- 
| pleteness was confined to Beethoven and 
Wagner, the two masters of whom Wal- 
ter Damrosch and his men are far and 
away the most competent interpreters on 
this continent. 

The Jeethoven Fourth Symphony 
opened the program and was exquisitely 
played, so exquisitely, indeed, as vastly 
to strengthen the appeal of this least 
characteristic work of the dreamful 
Titan whose nine symphonies are still 
supreme in the world of musical im- 
agery. 

Its lighter phases, and especially the 
dainty minuet in the third movement, 
were presented with an illuminative ap- 
preciation of their poetic joyousness of 
spirit which makes even one’s memory 
of the achievement a vital thing of ret- 
rospective delight, and there were cer- 
tain moments in the presentation of the 
second movement when the singing of 
the string’ section was of ravishing 
sweetness. 

First Violinist Alexander Saslavsky 
greatly distinguished himself in the 
beautiful dream score from ‘‘Tristan 


ries been 











and Isolde,”’ a violin study of surpassing 
charmfulness. His technical mastery of 
his instrument seemed well-nigh per- 
fect, and, best of all, he revealed a 
temperamental insight which developed 
to the fullest the loveliness of a compo- 
sition singularly susceptible of mutila- 
tion in incompetent hands. 

His interpretation so greatly pleased 
its hearers that surely only the absence 
of Mr. Damrosch from the stage, dur- 
ing the period of long-continued ap- 
plause, prevented a favorable response 
in the way of an encore. As it was, lr. 
Saslavsky was kept rising and bowing 
for many minutes, 


Miss Gertrude Rennyson, dear to St. 
Louis song-lovers since the old Castle 
Square Opera days of the ’90’s, was the 
night’s vocal soloist, being heard, with 
the orchestra,’s accompaniment, in the 
“Mh, Perfidio!’’ arla from Beethoven's 
‘‘Kidelio,’’ and in Isolde’s Liebestod from 
Wagner's “‘Tristan and Isolde.” 

Miss Rennyson’s voice has grown fine- 
ly in volume and purity of late years, 
and she sings with a noble earnestness. 
But she is not yet a-great Wagnerian 
soprano, her Isolde number being much 
inferior in value to the ‘Fidelio’ aria, 
and not at all acceptable as a satisfy- 
ing utterancé of the supremest love- 
song of Wagner’s writing. 

It is not necessary that Wagner's 

women shall obey old Lear’s injunction 
to ‘“‘blow, winds, and crack your 
cheeks!” but it is imperative that they 
possess heroic tones capable of impres- 
sive utterance in conjunction with a 
Waegnerian orchestra. Miss Rennyson’s 
voice was overborne by last night’s em- 
inently correct orchestral fervor, and it 
may not justly be claimed that, follow- 
ing the modern method, she attained 
a tri-mph in Wagnerian singing. 
Old-fashioned or new, Wagner must 
be sung forthrightly, because he at- 
tuned his vocal scores to fit the throats 
of the mighty folk whom his legendary 
music-dramas present to our imagina- 
tions, and a shirking of this combined 
musical and dramatic demand means a 
failure to realize Wagner's intent. Miss 
Rennyson did not measure up to the 
true Wagnerian stature, and, precisely 
to this extent, she was a disappointment 
in an environment where Gadski, Frem- 
stad or Nordica would have been a joy 
to one’s soul. 
The prelude and finale from “Tristan 
and Isolde,’’ Which included Miss Ren- 
nyson's singing of the Liehbestod, was 
played with admirable effectiveness by 
Mr. Damrosch's men, closing an evens 
ing of genuinely great achievement. 

KNEISEL QUARTET RECITAL. 

Cameo-like completeness was shown in 
the offerings of the Kneisel Quartet in 
its recital at the Wednesday Club, audi- 
torilum Monday night. 
The dominating note of Franz Knetj- 
sel's first violin was, perhaps, best 
heard in the vigorous movements from 
the Debussy Quartet in G minor, while 
Julius Roentgen and wLouls Svecenski, 
second violin and viola, had a greater 
opportunity in the Mozart and Schu- 
mann quartets, William Willeke, violon- 
cellist, rendered the only solo of the 
evening, the Bach sonata in D major, in 
as fitting manner as ever Guilmant 
played that great composer's works on 
the Festival Hall organ. An enthusias- 
tic audience of music lovers beard the 
recital.

Co. of New Jersey. 








CHICAGO, Feb. 20.—Four indictments 
for allez 1 rebating were returned to- 
day by the Federal grand jury, the de- 
fendants being three railroad com- 
panies, two theatrical] concerns and four 
individuals. 
in return for the pure hase of railroad

Large sums of money are said to have 
been involved in the alleged rebating. 
It is asserted that during the theatrical 
season of 1909-10, Hynicka was paid

of 1909-10, allege Federal investigators, 
l‘ennessy received $8664. He is; not ac- 
cused of being a party to the alleged 
rebating during the season of 1910-11. 

It is charged that the representatives 
of the railroads, all of which are ‘Van- 
derbilt lines,’’ as an inducement to se- 
cure the business of the theatrical com- 
panies, offered and gave them adver- 
tising for theater programs. 

The Columbia Theatrical Amusement 
Co. and the Empire Circus Co., the 
headquarters of both of which were in 
New York, operate a chain of burlesque 
theaters, and control about seventy-five 
theatrical companies, averaging 30 per- 
sons each. These companies are trans- 
ported each week from one city to an- 
other, and the aggregate of their pas- 
senger fareg is very large. ' 

The minimum rate was 2 
for theatrical companies, but, according 
to the Government, it was agreed by 
railroad officials that the Vanderbilt 
lines would refund to Hynicka and Fen- 
for their respective corporations,

The latter law was found to be more 
than a tax on and was dis- 
tinguished from the Minnesota case on 
that ground, 

The Oklahoma law was expected 'o 
bring into the State Treasury about $3,- 
000,000. 

Death by the hand of the law voids all 
life insurance policies of the criminal. 
the Court held in the fight of the chii- 
dren of James S. McCue, Mayor of 
Charlottesville, Va., who was executed 
for the murder of his wife in 1905. A 
policy for $15,000 was carried by McCue 
in the Northwestern Mutual Life Insur- 
dnee Co. of Wisconsin. 

The Court announced that public pol- 
icy in both Federal and Virginia jur- 
isdiction demanded that death by t= 
law should void life insurance. 

Under the decision sustaining the con- 
stitutionality of the initiative and ref- 
erendum, millions of city bonds, issued 
under the initiative provision of the Ore- 
gon law, are made valid and many other 
statutes now in force in that State 
are placed on a firm foundation. 

Thirty opinions by the Court made 
yesterday the banner decision session 
for this term. Justice Lamar alone an- 
nounced nine opinions, hitherto regard- 
ed as a third of a year’s work for a 
Justice.

Dugan case. 

Senators Cummins and Kenyon re- 
ceived from A, L. Urick of Des Moines, 
lo., president of the Iowa Federation of 
Labor, an address’ protesting against 
Chancellor Pitney’s appointment. Urick 
declares the appointment would be in- 
imical to the interests of the _ entire 
working class of the United States and 
cites several of Chancellor Pitney’s re- 
cent decisions in proof. 

Says Pitney ¥s for Property Rights 
He refers especially to the New Jer- 
sey case of Frank and Dugan against 
Herald as showing that the new Asso- 
ciate Justice would be found pledged to 
property rights as against human rights, 
and quotes the following words from 
the decision: 

“What right have Frank and Dugan 
to come here with this bill of complaint, 
seeking to protect these females in their 
undoubted right to walk the streets of 
Paterson unmolested? The answer to 
this question is that they are servants of 


Frank and Dugan. I do not use the 
word ‘servant’ in any menial sense. Any 
person who works for another is a 


servant in the eyes of the law. 

‘‘Now the relation of master and ser- 
vant being shown to exist, the law is 
quite clear that no person has the right 
to entice away another's servant. The 
right of the master to have his servant 
continue in his employment by any third 
party is a property right so recognized 
by the law.’’ 





Pitney Inherited Wealth From Client; 
Once Stopped Sunday Baseball, 

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—Mahlon Pit- 
ney has been an active and prominent 
figure in New Jersey politics and was 
twice a candidate for the governorship. 
In the revolt against United States 
Senator Dryden, which finally resulted 
in the election of Senator Frank Briggs, 


Judge Pitney was urged by reformers, 
though he never developed much 
strength, and on final ballot got only 


four votes. 

He always has been a political friend 
of former Gov, Franklin Murphy.

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THE SHAME OF TENNESSEE. 

A Shelbyville (Tenn.) mob, by its two at- 
tacks upon three negroes on trial for the murder 
of a railroad detective, once more holds up to 
shame a state which has an unsavory lynching 
record and a county that is notorious even in a 
state noted for lynchings of negroes. 

The negroes were under arrest. The evidence 
had already proven their guilt. They could not 
have escaped paying the penalty of their crime. 
There was absolutely no such excuse for mob in- 
terference as is generally put forward when a 
Tennessee mob drags a helpless, terrified negro 
from his cell and burns him at the stake. Yet, 
on the courtroom steps, the last place where mob 
rule should show itself, the three unarmed ne- 
groes were fired upon by the mob! 

This affront to the court and intolerable ex- 
ample of bloodthirstiness should not be permitted 
to go unpunished. The negro offender is entitled 
to all the rights accorded the white man under 
the law. The court is entitled to respect. The 
law must be obeyed. If the authorities of Shelby 
sounty fail to prosecute and punish the men who 
shot down three prisoners alreadyeimn the shadow 
of the gallows, they will not have done their 
duty to the State. 

If they fear to act, the State of Tennessee owes 
it to herself, and to her sister commonwealths, 
to purge herself of this brand of crime and wipe 
out the offences of the past by enforcing law and 
order and sternly repressing lynching for the 
future.

THE BAY STATE LABOR PROBLEM. 

For one month the big textile strike at Law- 
rence, Mass., has been on. The strikers have 
lost $1,000,000 in wages. The employers have 
lost $1,000,000 profits. The State of Massachusetts 
has paid $100,000 and voted another $100,000 for 
military protection of the textile plants. Such 
waste ought to be made impossible by law. 

Unfortunately, Which in = na- 
tional politics seems to be a sort of pocket bor- 
ough for the textile tariff barons and mill bosses, 
iz not that may curb 
the greed of its Republican grand dukes, or give 
its workers justice at an expense of a dollar less 
in dividends to its money magnates. 

Less than a month ago a lecturer before the 
Boston Y. W. C. A. declared the average yearly 
wage of the woman worker in that city was leas 
than $239. While wives and children of strikers 
iu Lawrence are starving under the muzzles of 
militia rifles, the Massachusetts Legislative Com- 
mittee on Labor is hearing evidence that more 
than six hundred women and girls are employed 
as coremakers in Massachusetts foundries. If the 
money-mad millmen are not halted, the nation 
will probably soon be treated to the spectacle of 
women at the forge, welding chains, as they do 
in the infamous Black District of England. The 
tariff barons will resort to anything to exact their 
extra unearned pennies of dividends. 

These tariff robbers should be shorn of the 
protection they refuse to share with their em- 
ployes. Massachusetts will do well to force labor 
and capital to arbitrate future differences by law, 
instead of leaving labor to violence and the mill 
bosses to the protection of the militia,

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ANDREW D. WHITE’S WARNING. 
Dr. Andrew D. White speaks optimistically, on 
the whole, in his forecast of the future of the 
country in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. But he is 
emphatic in his warning that something must be 
done to prevent industrial disaster. He says: 

“Labor and capital have got to agree upon 
some practical working basis, for it is the 
public which suffers most when they fail to 
agree and once the public becomes convinced 
that it is nothing more than the plaything 
of two completely selfish interests, it will 
only be a question of time until each side will 
be stripped of its power to injure and annoy 
the people it is supposed to serve. 

Dr. White holds that Socialism cannot triumph 
in the United States. On this point he says: 

Every property owner, every man whose in- 

dustry has raised him above the average level 
and every man who owns a little piece of 
land or a little shop of his own would be 
opposed to such a step. 
Precisely. But what about such Americans as 
those found in the steel industry, where reduced 
wages and increased cost of living are rapidly 
converting skilled workers into enthusiastic So- 
cialists? One of these men, in Sunday’s Post- 
Dispatch says:

To impose upon young women the 
solemn obligation “to obey,’’ surrounded 
by all the authority of religion, an obli- 
gaiton which they ought not to incur, 
affords a striking ililustration of the 
subjection of womanhood to man’s au- 
thority—a doctrine which, fortunately 
for the happiness of womankind, civill- 
sation is outgrowing. Woman is no 
longer looked upon merely as a slave 
to contribute to the comfort of man. 
Whoever is pledged to obey is a slave, 
and it is all the more slavery if the 
servitude is self-imposed and strength- 
ened by the prescription of religion. 
Make marriage as sacred and as close 
as it is possible for both Church and 
State to make it, but let it be equal. 
irapartial; and and that it may be so the 
word “obey” must either be abandoned 
or made reciprocal. Why should the 
husband demand of the wife to do that 
which would be repugnant and revolt- 
ing to himself?

Away with the word “obey” from the 
marriage ceremony! Demand that it be 
stricken out; dare to be singular, and 
insist that neither you nor any one 
whom you love shall be so pledged! 

The problem of matrimony is not obed- 
ience, but deference. By the law of 
martial obedience the wife is bound as 
is the husband. But he is not to obey 
her, nor is she to obey him. Both are 
to be obedient to the laws of reason, 
courtesy and love.
